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SCHOOL REPORT. — 





In compliance with statutory requirements we present 
our third annual report. 


TEACHERS; 


One of the most apparent effects of the town system 
of schools is the demand for excellent instructors. Pre- | 
vious to the introduction of this system other things than 
teaching qualifications often determined the selection ; 
to-day, fitness for the responsible position is the one 
thing sought for. The supply of superior teachers being 
unequal to the demand, the search for the fittest is often 
fruitless, and faith in Darwin’s law weakens. They 
still survive, however, in the cities and larger towns, at- 
tracted thither by superior inducements. The greater 
pecuniary recompense has due weight, undoubtedly, 
yet the larger opportunity for intellectual culture is 
as potent an influence with the well-educated student- 
teacher of successful experience in choosing a field of 
labor. When any of this class are ready to forego the 
advantages incident to large aggregations of individuals, 
it would hardly seem wise to withhold the compensation 
to which their developed talents entitle them. The 
remuneration of teaching service is in excess of the es- 
timate placed upon it two decades ago, in country towns, 
still it has scarcely kept pace with the increased require- 
ments. A ‘‘ good teacher” now implies, such familiari- 
ty with the subjects taught that the class work is directed 
by her with hands unencumbered by text-books; the

versatility that delights in devising and applying new 
methods of instruction; the ability to utilize the illustra- - 
tions that nature provides in such bounteous profusion 
for illumining te dull text; such intuitive perception of 
endowments and conditions that the allotted work will 
stimulate to hearty effort the indifferent and slothful and 
be easily accomplished by the nervous and ambitious ; 
that dignity and force of character which command re- 
spect and enforce obedience, allied with winsome grace 
and gentleness. Is there danger of a financial overesti- 
mate of this combination of gifts and attainments? 
That it is rarely found does not militate against cherish- 
ing the ideal. The market always seeks to supply the 
demand, and the scarcity of a good article may justly 
be attributed to a lack of popular appreciation of its 
worth in the past. Ournormal schools are. doing ex- 
cellent service in the training of teachers; but they can- 
not furnish natural gifts for the profession, nor wholly 
overcome the defects of inferior instruction in early 
years. When the lower grades of schools perform the 
duties belonging to them efficiently, then normal schools 
will be prepared with proper material for professional 
training. 

The services of Miss Watson, who recently completed 
_a course at our State Normal School, were secured for 
the summer term in No. 1. She labored to make her 
teaching tell, and classes in history and physiology did 
especial credit to normal methods of instruction. Rare 
taste was evinced in floral decorations at the close of the 
term, transforming the room into a charming bower of 
beauty. Miss Stuart of Boston, a lady highly recom- 
mended for the position, began the autumn term. This 
young lady was a very fine teacher of penmanship and 
excelled in language. : She entertained peculiar ideas ; 
and a difference of opinion as to what would be condu- 
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cive to the best interests of the school resulted in a short 
term. A teacher of 15 years’ experience in the schools 
of this State, Miss Phillips of Wolfeborough, succeeded 
Miss Stuart. She won the affections of her pupils, and 
a pleasant atmosphere pervaded the quiet school-room. 
There were many expressions of regret when at a late 
date it was ascertained that sickness would prevent her 
completing the school year. ‘The winter term was 
taught by Miss Gibson of Londonderry. A member of 
the last graduating class at Pinkerton Academy, she had 
just completed her first term of school, yet entered upon 
her duties with enthusiasm, and supplemented fine schol- 
arship by daily preparation for class work. The pupils. 
that were regular in attendance daily profited by her, 
devotion to their interests. There was a gratifying at- 
tendance of citizens at the closing exercises, and also 
on the last day of the summer term. 


For the past year the pupils in No. 3 have been under 
the guidance of Miss Gove of Nahant, a graduate of the 
Salem (Mass.) Normal School. Very harmonious re- 
lations were soon established between teacher and 
taught, and nothing occurred to. disturb the current of 
kindly feeling. There was steady progress in all 
branches in this orderly school, and the quality of the 
work accomplished in arithmetic by the younger children 
is worthy of special commendation. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


While text-books should not be relied upon by the 
teacher to supply the want of mental discipline or schol- 
arly attainments, they are valuable aids in the educa- 
tional field. They represent years of study by our most 
distinguished educators, and we can ill afford to dispense 
with the clear elucidations of principles they contain. 
Fortunately, for publishers, text-books are not exempt

from the impairments of age, geographies being most 
susceptible to the changing influences of advancing 
years. The rapid development of our own country very 
soon renders geographical statistics inaccurate and de- 
scriptive matter erroneous, and the books in use in our 
schools for nearly a score of years very inadequately 
represented our country as it exists to-day. In Septem- 
ber, Harper’s geographies were introduced. In typog- 
raphy and artistic merit this series leaves little to be 
desired, and the matter is well prepared and systemat- 
ically arranged. For advanced classes, Appleton’s 
Larger Geography is in some respects superior. The 
marked improvement in arithmetic by the older scholars 
was in no small degree achieved by the study of. Col- 
burn’s Lessons. Without the why, mathematical knowl- 
edge has an unstable foundation. Reading is a lan- 
guage lesson, and what seems profitable for a child un- 
der twelve years of age to learn of technical grammar 
can be taught orally in connection with reading. The 
series of readers in our list of text-books provides for 
this instruction. 
LIBRARIES. . 


Our thanks are due the Ladies’ Social Circle for the 
gratuitous use of books belonging to their well selected 
library. We have availed ourselves of the esteemed 
privilege by forwarding to pupils or teachers biogra- 
phies, histories, and books of travel when they con- 
tained matter pertinent to subjects under consideration 
in the schools. The advantages of school libraries 
have thus been secured, to a certain extent; but one 
will readily perceive the convenience of having refer- 
ence books at hand the opportune moment, and we 
would respectfully suggest for consideration an appro- 
priation for the purchase of reference books, especially 
encyclopedias, which contain a world of knowledge in 
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succinct form. ‘These works, and others sent by pub- 
lishers in acknowledgment of statistics furnished, will 
form the nucleus of libraries which pupils will view 
with the proud sense of ownership when displayed in 
suitable cases. ‘The surplus in the treasury is not avail- 
able for this expenditure, and it can be profitably dis- 
bursed through legalized channels. 


MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 


In reviewing the work of the year there is a sense of 
satisfaction notwithstanding the half has not been done 
that was planned. Colds of unusual severity and 
whooping cough have caused irregularity of attendance, 
which is always detrimental to intellectual’ advance- 
ment, and the frequent change of teachers in one school 
was unfavorable; yet our. pupils rank better than at any 
time within the past three years. ‘Teachers and schol- 
ars have intelligently labored, hence the desirable result. 

There has been no radical change in the character of 
the school work during the past twelve months. ‘Thor- 
oughness has been emphasized ; an object lesson bright- 
- ened a dull hour now and then; a proof-sheet occasion- 
ally submitted for correction; the daily newspaper 
utilized in learning important passing events,— history 
bright and sparkling, fresh from the rushing stream of 
daily life; the anniversaries of the birthdays of a few of 
the men prominent in our nation’s history noticed by 
devoting a portion of the day to acquiring a knowledge 
of their character and public services. 

Repairs have drawn but lightly upon the school treas- 
ury the past year. The walls and ceiling in No. 1 have 
been improved, windows dropped, and a blackboard 
purchased; new shades are the addition to the furnish- 
ings in No. 3. Amember of the committee substituted 
one week in No. 3, the teacher engaged being unavoid- 
ably detained athome. This accounts for the discrep- 
ancy in the statistics. 

To all those who have learned of the condition of .the 
schools by personal inspection, commending what has 
met approval or suggesting better methods of procedure, 
in any way manifesting a kindly interest in the means 
devised to benefit the children of the town, we return

our grateful acknowledgments. There is much to im- 
prove in our schools, and we seek more light on the 
_pathway to better things. |
